Chinese Leaders 
Figure on 10-12 
Years’ Resistance 

• *'CAN CHINA HOLri OUT?" was 
the question posed by Dean William 
Crane Johnstone In a ^ture Wed- 
nesday night on "Chlha's War of 
Resistance." Professor Johnstone 
wilt give his second talk In the 
series tomorrow at 8:15 p.m. in 
Gov. 101. 

Tracing the events leading up to 
the war, beginning with the Japa- 
nese occupation of Manchuria In 
1931, Dr. Johnstone sketched the 
military operations In the conflict 
to date, and told much about the 
Ingenious Chinese strategy which It 
slowly wearing Japan out. He con- 
cluded with a summary of the 
problems that China has to face 
and an opinion as to Japan’s chance 
for final victory. 

‘This war, which Is not a war, 
which has been called by the Japa- 
nese an incident, by the Chinese 
resistance, and by the United States 
a conflict, has been going on for 
four and one-half years— longer 
than the first World War, yet often 
the Far Eastern conflict has been 
overshadowed by other world 
events." began Dean Johnstone. 
I.,eagiie Ineffective 

"In 1931, after Japan had com- 
pleted a swift occupation of Man- 
churia. the Chinese appealed to the 
League of Nations, but it was not 
until 1933, after a belatedly sent 
commission of the League had 
failed to do anything, that some of 
the Chinese finally woke up to the 
fact that the League was ineffec- 
tive and that China would have to 
build up its military forces. But 
the was «t that time gpgaged In 
an Internal conflict with! the Com- 
munists. ) 

"In 19.37, when the present hos- 
tilities broke out, China ^as much 
better prepared to meet the Japa- 
nese advance than she had been in 
1931, Chiang Kai Shek had, how- 
ever. made peace with the Com- 
munists, who were helping to arm 
the country, and the Communist, 
wars had given the troops valuable 
practice.

GW Fliers 
Doing OK 
Says Ames 

Advanced Students 
Are Well on Way 
Instructor Asserts 


• FOR OVER ■ month the civil 
aeronautics students under the 
guidance of University Flight Di- 
rector Norman Bruce Ames find 
Uncle Sam, as well as th^ir In* 
itructor. Is well pleased with their 
accomplishments. 

A month ago they were "green," 
not knowing a propeller from a 
tail wing, but now the beginners 
have grasped the fundamentals 
and the advanced students are well 
on their way to mastery of the 
air. 

'"Wb are not training civilian 
pilots alone. We are aiding the 
nation to prepare to meet the chal- 
lenge of the future, come what 
may," stressed Dr. Ames. 

The connection of the University 
course with national defense Is 
twofold. The first and most Im- 
portant aim Is to discover good 
pitot material so that the Army 
Corps will know whom It can call 
on if need be. 

The second aim Is to train In- 
structors who In turn can show 
the ambitious young men of to- 
morrow how to fly the ships that 
will keep our nation invulnerable 
to air attacks by foreign powers. 

The class began with twenty 
students and four alternates. There 
are several cases where these

• THE REVEREND Oscar Fisher 
Blackwelder, who claims the unique 
distinction of being Ihe great-great- 
great-grandson of the first Luth- 
eran pastor in South Carolina, will 
be chapel speaker at noon. Friday 
In Columbian House. 

Dr. Blackwelder. who entertained 
thoughts of becoming a lawyer be- 
fore he derided on the ministry, at- 
tended Mt. Pleasant (N. C.) Col- 
legiate Institute, Roanoke College. 
Southern Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, and took up special work 
at Columbia and Susquehanna Uni- 
versities. 

He is now president of (he Wash- 
ington Federation of Churches, a 
member of the Inter-Church Club, 
Theta Sigma (a D. C. ministerial 
club), the Kiwanis Club, Pi Kappa 
Phi. and served as chaplain at 
Chalauqua. He has also worked 
with the National Christian Mis- 
aion and has been active in stu- 
dent conference work throughout 
the country. He Is greatly Inter- 
ested in the study of psychiatry, 
which he finds is necessary In his 
work. 

Besides being the author of many 
religious articles and co-author of 
"Epistle Messages." Dr. Black- 
welder has participated In several 
broadcasts over NBC. 

The Reverend Claire Elmo Haw- 
thorne, pastor of the Wallace Me- 
morial United Presbyterian Church 
speaking at chape! last week de- 
clared that when things did not run 
smoothly one should search his own 
life for his own shortcomings 
rather than place the blame on 
others. 


Military Law 
Is Discussed 
Before SB A 


Mortar Board 
Primes Pomes 
For Instructors 


• SPEAKING BEFORE (he first 
meeting of the Student Bar Associa- 
tion Tuesday, Capt. T. L. Catch of 
the United Slates Navy declared 
that the low percentage of crime 
in the Navy was attributable to the 
fact that the court-martials have 
such wide discretionary powers In 
imposing penalties. 'The court- 
martial Is considered more efficient 
than our system of civil courts. 

Captain Gatch, Assistant Judge 
Advocate General, U. S. N., and a 
graduate of the Naval Academy, 
spoke on "Military Law as Distinct 
from Civil Law." He raised the 
question of whether a court-martial 
is a true court. In a brief discus- 
sion he pointed out that the court- 
martial is under the executive, 
whereas the civil court is under the 
Judicial branch of the Government. 

Continuing, Captain Gatch de- 
clared, ‘The courts-martial are as 
distinct from the civil courts a.s the 
Circuit Court of Appeals Is from 
the Court of King’s Bench. The 
procedure In the two Is different: 
there* is no Jury In oourts-martlal, 
and no appeal to the civil courts. 
The Supreme Court Itself has rec- 
ognized thfli distinction." 

The articles for the government 
of the Navy provide that "all of- 
fenses committed by persons be- 
longing to the Navy . . . shall be 
punished as the court-martial may 
direct" Although this provision 
gives the court the power to 
sentence an offender to death. It it 
noteworthy that the last execution 
by sentence of a naval court- 
martial was In 1849, a fact cited 
by Captain Gatch as evidence of t)it 
efficiency of the system. 

Other speakers on the program 
were Dean William C Van Vleck 
and Jack N. Hayes, Jr., retiring 
president of the S. B. A. 

The newly elected officers of the 
group were In charge of the meet- 
ing, with President L. 8. Mewhln- 
ney introducing the various 
speakers.

speak. What do you think?" 

Colonel Pilson thought of Stinky 
Doyle (now a successful card shark 
in Kansas) who had once put a 
dozen live frogs In his bed — and 
growled.

Thus — the creation of a genuine 
cultural apirit; the broad scope of 
true education in action; the stu- 
dent club without bridge; the stu- 
dent lounge without useless noise. 
Then — the beginning of the strug- 
gle: a Constitution, a list of charter 
members; a brilliant, inspiring 
faculty advisor. Professor Shepard; 
finally, acceptance by the Student 
Life Committee! And all the way 
along the line nothing but the 
heartleat approval was ever offered.

It needs something more thqn new 
buildings; it needs a university 
spirit The school has tremendous 
potentialities as it stands ln$the 
cultural center of the world. * So, 
editors, I address myself to the 
powers now: Loosen the reins; 
understand our needs and desires, 
Administration. Don't ridicule us, 
Board of Trustees, with your Heli- 
con excuses (Perilous times, no 
talent and similar abaurdities). En- 
courage us in our endeavors; re- 
pression forwards autocracy not 
democracy. Give ua the achool we 
need to fight theae uncertain times. 
Please, Administration and Board 
of Trustees, forget business; re- 
member education and culture!

enrollees, for a few of the boys, 
according to Dr. Ames, couldn't 
"stand the gaff." 

What does it take to make a 
good pilot? 

Before one can really handle a 
ship he must be interested in 
aviation. He must eat It, drink It, 
and sleep it. And It must be done 
In big doses, too^ More than one 
divorce has been granted because 
a husbapd has paid more attention 
to hU flying than to his wife. ‘The 
air is a jealous mistress," say the 
pilots. 

‘The feel of a plane comes 
naturally to some; these are the 
successful pilots. Those who find 
adapting themselves to the con- 
trols an arduous task are doomed 
to failure," observed Professor 
Ames. 

Speaking more concretely, per- 
fect physical coordination, involv- 
ing perfect reaction time between 
eye and brain and hand Is vital. 
There Is no substitute for It. A 
would-be pilot either has it or 
it. 

Air fields have been In constant 
use, as the pilot la trained to 
•qsarn as he files." This method 
has proved succqfs^ttl and has bd>n 
In vome as long as the CAA has 
been m existence. 

A modern pilot has to be con- 
tUntly on the alert for new de- 
velopments. But new developmenU 
are so many that It is necessary 
to discriminate between the Im- 
portant and non-lmportant addi- 
Uoas to aviation, so the CAA 
provides a weekly series of bulle- 
tins for distribution to student 
pilots. 

More and better planes are the 
order of the day. Students in the 
elementary courses advance as 
gukkly as possible, for they know 
that when they are In the second- 
ary group faster, heavier, newer 
planes will be available to them. 

A student who has shown grest 
aptitude. Is ga-ga over aviation, 
and has perfect physicial coordina- 
tion, need not fear that he will 
not be advanced rapidly as his 
progress justifies, for "in this 
course the sky Is the limit.'* re- 
■orltad Dr. Ames.

its functions Into three main cato 
gories: 

I. Recognllion of Student Or- 
gaaissttens. Every campus ac- 
tivity must be initiated and spon- 
sored by s recognized student 
organization. No student organi- 
zation can operate on the campus 
until the SLC makes certain that 
its members are bona fide stu- 
dents of the University, that Us 
Officers are eligible to hold their 
positions, and that Its constitu- 
tion is In conformity with the 
rules set down by the Board of 
Trustees. A constant check Is 
kept of eligibility of officers and 
members, and every two years a 
re-examination is made of each 
existing organization. In addition, 
every organization Is required to 
keep on file with the secretary 
of the committee an up-to-date 
list of offletet and personnel. 

II. Appaals, Any , otudent who 
feels that his Interests have been 
Injured by any organisation 
through the failure of that organ- 
ization to abide by Its constitu- 
tion may appeal his cose to the 
Student Life Committee. In hear- 
ing such appeals the Committee 
grants oonsiderable latitude to 
the Judgment of the oflkers of 
the organizations If they have 
acted within their legal and parll- 
meotory powers. 

III. Re^rve Pewofo. The full 
power of the Student Life Com- 
mittee may be emrclsed from 
time to time In emergency situo- 
Uons. la such coats the pur- 
pose ef the Committee will al- 
ways bs ths protection of the 
good DOOM of the UMverMty oad

• THE MIGHTY d^EliISON Tigers, defending Southern Conference 
champions and snarling from their unexpected defeat by South 
Carolina last week. Invade Griffith Stadium Friday night for the 
University’s homecoming and third conference game. 

The Tigers were undefeated, and tied with Duke and Wm. and 
Mary for the Conferanc# laad, until 
thd Gamecocks upset them lS-14, 
and will be seeking their third 
Conference win. 

Joe Balock, Qemton end. and an 
outstandinf candidate for All- 
American honors, will be one of the 
best flankmen to appear In Wash- 
ington this year. He has been a 
terror on offense and a stonewall 
on defense, and was very Instru- 
mental In the Tigers’ defeat of pow- 
erful Boston College. 

To give Colonial fans an Idea as 
to what kind of a team the Colon- 
ials are to meet, lets take a look 
at just a part of the record. Clem- 
son defeated Boston College 36 to 
13. and Boston Collage defeated 
G^rgetown 14 to 6. Georgetown 
walloped G. W. 25-0, so mathe- 
matical conclusion Isn’t hard to 
draw.

Med and Pre-Med 
Meditations

• DEAN BLOEDORN, speaking 
before an overflow gathering of 
approximately 45 Pre>Med stu- 
dents Friday evening, gave a high- 
ly informative and thoroughly em 
joyable talk in that he touched 
on problems that the pre-med will 
face from undergraduate school 
until he finishes the practice of 
medicine. 

In accepting a student for med- 
ical school. Dean Bloedorn stated 
that the admissions board consid- 
ers the following points: 

1. Whether or not your under- 
graduate work was taken in an 
accredlte<f college. 

2. General excellence In college 
achievement. 

i. Recommendations from the 
college and instructors where the 
student has taken his pre-medical 
work. 

4. Personal Interviews wherein 
the committee meets the prospec- 
tive medical student. 

5. General health and physical 
ability of the student. 

AH these requirements may best 
be summarized by what the Dean 
said: “Medicine deserves the best 
students obtainable and no pro- 
fession is more exacting in Us re- 
quirements of incoming students 
than the profession of medicine." 

Dr. Bloedorn highlighted his 
speech when he concluded with 
the statement, "Doctors are not 
born. The qualities which are tl- 
tributed to physicians are not con- 
genital, but are developed by 
effort." Some of the attributes 
which are necessary for the good 
physician are honesty, both finan- 
cial and Intellectual; a good mem- 
ory, because correct diagnosis is 
dependent on it; ac'cura(’y of ob- 
servations; application and hard 
work; Intellectual curiosity to en- 
gage In research; and charity. 

The next meeting of Premedlct 
will be held Friday, October 3t, at 
7:15 p.m. in Columbian House. 
Officers will be elected, comrhittee 
reports heard and the meeting will 
disband tn time to attend the game. 

Of Importance to all pre-meds 
fa the new policy Inslliuted this 
semester by the admissions com- 
mittee of the medical school. The 
new set-up is roughly this: as soon 
as an application and a transcript 
Is received for medical achool. a 
letter will be sent out requesting 
an interview within a day or two; 
upon the completion of thia inter- 
view. the applicant will be notifleri 
within a very short period as to 
whether he has been definitely ac- 
cepted, definitely rejected, or that, 
further consideration will be given 
at a later date. 


Dr. Winifred Overholser,. Pro- 
fessor of Psychiatry, and Dr. Er- 
rett C. Albritton, Professor of Phy- 
siology, of the University Medical 
School staff will attend the meet- 
ings of the Association of American 
Medical Colleges with Dr. Bloe- 
dorn thi.s week.

• “THE ENEMIES of democra- 
cy are being dealt death blows 
in Europe while the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation is cracking 
down on their agents, saboteurs 
and observers in this country,’* 
declared Kenneth T. Delavigne, 
speaking before the Pre-Legal 
Society 'last Tuesday, 

Special Agent Delavigne was 
secured aa the keynoter of a lerlea 
of Pre-Legal forums through the 
efforts of J. Edgar Hoover, direc- 
tor of the FBI, a University grad- 
uate, and member of the Board of 
Trustees. 

"Most people do not realize that 
the foreign observer is as dan- 
gerous as the agent who promotes 
sabotage "asserted Delavigne. He 
proceeded to explain that the "ob- 
server" attempts to get Information 
as to our production schedules, new 
Inventions, and defense bases. By 
way of contrast the saboteur aims 
to slow production by promoting 
strikes, wrecking machinery, and 
destroying stores already accumu- 
lated. 

Delavigne pointed out that more 
than 2,700 cases daily are referred 
to the Department of Justice and 
each of these is investigated thor- 
oughly, whether It comes In the 
form of an anonymous phone call, 
a few lines scribbled on a post card 
or from some civic organization. 

Admittedly many of these com- 
plaints are found to be groundle.ss, 
as in the case of the woman who 
phoned an outpost In the middle 
of the night to tell of a "big dark 
German-looking man" she had seen 
at a beer parlor several days before, 
who haunted her In her dreams 
each night. "But if just one com- 
plaint In every three thousand Is 
of aid in tracking down trouble 
makers we will have no complaint 
to offer." stated the special agent. 

In tones of unmistakable disap- 
proval, Delavigne vigorously de- 
nounced "those who take the law 
In their own hands and think that 
they are helping their country, 
The average man is no match for 
the clever alien agent and his at- 
tempts at 'tracking him down' will 
Just tip him off he is being 
watched." 

As for tha bands of vigilantes or- 
ganized for the purpose of "trying 
and punishing the guilty." De- 
lavigne expressed his "unmitigated 
contempt." "This Is not the time 
for mob violence or trial by preju- 
dice. Now as never before, we must 
see that Justice reigns. We shouldn’t 
take to apeing Hitler over here," 
he asserted. 

Ignorance of honest Americans 
tn telling their secrets to friends 
an crowded street cars, speaking 
to casual acquaintances about their 
work and carelessness on the job 
were kll responsible for slowing 
down our defense efforts according 
to Delavigne. 

Few people know of the Ameri- 
can Sixth Column of counter es- 
pionage agents who attempt to 
watch the movements of foreign 
agents under suspicion and prevent 
theih from doing damage In muni- 
tion plants, at the ship yards and 
in airplane factories. 'These are 
all Department of Justice men es- 
pecially trained; this Is no job for 
amateurs and should not be at- 
tempted by them," stressed Dela- 
vigne. 

As soon as an agent is located, he 
Isn't arrested, for he might be only 
a minor link in a gigantic spy 
chain; so he Is trailed and often by 
following him much bigger game Is 
captured, Delavigne explained. 

Delavigne concluded his speech 
by going over the positions open to 
law students and graduates In tha 
Department of Justice. These 
ranged from $1440 to $3,200. On 
all Jobs, advancement is rapid, De- 
lavigne assured the Society. 

At the conclusion of his address 
Delavigne participated In the forum 
where every one present was per- 
mitted to address one question to 
the speaker. 

Next month. "The Advantages of 
General Practice" will be expound- 
ed by Howard Boyd, well-known 
loeal barrister and member of the 
law firm of Hogan and Hartson.

broke out. Japan had planned on 
a six-weeks' war." the Dean em- 
phasized. "but this estimate look 
into consideration neither logic nor 
economics. The Japanese were still 
counting on the China of 1927. and 
as a result the six-weeks' war is 
slHl going on and the Japanese 
leaders are telling the people to 
prepare for a long war." 

The reason that Japan was so 
mistaken, Dean Johnstone went on, 
was that her objective was only 
North China. Trouble, however, 
cannot be Isolated in the Far East. 
Incidents occurred in Shanghai and 
in other places, and the conflict 
spread. 

Strategy of Retreat Adopted 

"The Chinese knew that they, 
were no match for the mechanized 
forces of the Japanese." Professor 
Johnstone said, "and so they out- 
lined a basic strategy of fighting 
by which they hoped eventually to 
drive the Japanese back to the sea. 

"The first move was a long, slow 
retreat, made as costly to the Japa- 
nese as possible. The farther (he 
Japanese got from their bases, it 
was thought, the less effective 
would they become, and finally a 
point would be reached where the 
Chinese could stop retreating. Then 
In the second stage of the war, the 
Chinese would be able to take small 
offensives through any weak spots 
and gain back a little ground. In 
the final stage, the Chinese would 
be able to take the offensive and 
push the Japanese out of the coun- 
try entirely. 

"The war Is now In the second 
stage.” Dr. Johnstone pointed out. 
"and Chinese leaders figure that it 
will take ten or twelve years, but 
It is a fact that since the spring 
of 1938 (he Japanese have gained 
very little ground and have actu- 
ally lost more than they have won.’* 
Whole Population Participates 

Dr. Johnstone stated that the 
Chinese have worked out wonder- 
ful techniques of resistance. One of 
these is simply to make the Inva- 
sion cost the Japanese as much as 
possible. 

"And everyone throughout China 
Is an intelligence agent. Everyone 
from children apparently asking 
Idle questions to trained agents, 
finds out and reports what the 
Japanese are doing, end as a re- 
sult all of their plans are known 
ahead of time. 

"All this," Dean Johnstone went 
on. "may make it sound as though 
China has it easy, but she has many 
problems. She is trying to build 
a democracy in wartime, there is 
still friction with the Communists 
and the Americans are insisting on 
the Communists being out if they 
are to give aid. China needs ail 
war supplies, and especially planes 
and pilots, badly."

And also a coach named Chiseljaw 
Jones.
